The eighteenth regiment, National 


Guard Pennsylvania, under the com- 
mand of Col. Kdward Lee Kearns pas- 
sed through Clearfield this 
morning 


enroute to El Paso, Texas. 
Thorp 


were three sections, each section occu- 
pying a train consisting of eleven day 
coaches, a cooking car, three provi- 
sion cars and one pullman, the divi 
aion staff headquarters. 
The trains 


arrived in the yards at intervals of 
about a half hour, the fir.st 
section 


pulling in shortly after nine o'clock. 


They arrived on the N. Y. C. tracks 


coining from Mt. Grctna by way of 
Williamsport. 
The first section left 


Mt. Gretna last 
evening at 
seven 


o'clock and the other two sections fol- 
lowed about a half an hour 
after- 


wards. They arrived in Williamsport 
shortly after five o'clock and were 
greeted there by thousands of people 
The ladies served sandwitches and hot 
coffee. 


" When the first train pulled into the 
yards there were only a few people to 
greet them as the only word received 
here by the public was a telegram 
from William 
Young, 
son of Mrs. 


Philip Young of Locust street, which 
stated that the trains were scheduled 
to reach here sometime this morn in p. 
Word of the troops coming, 
spread 


rapidly throughout the town and in a 
few minutes there were several hun- 
dred people at the railroad yards and 
lit the Markt street station to greet. 


— The first train was held over for 


about two hours in the yards while 
the engines and crew were changed 
and repairs put on the coaches. 
Com- 


panies E. F. G. H., tho second division 
under the command of Lieutenant Col. 
Succop occupied the first train. Dur- 
ing the stay, the troopers were taken 
out and put through some light drills 
in the yards, much to the delight of 
the many Clearficlders who had never 
seen soldiers drilling before. 


General Logan, who is in command 


of all the Pennsylvania guards, and 
his staff, occupied a car on the first 
train. There is an average of about 75 
men to each company in the second 
division, making about three hundred 
men, exclusive of officers on the first 
train. 


The second train with the third di- 


vision of 
the eighteenth regiment 


aboard pulled into the yards at about 
9:45 o'clock and remained there until 
about 11:45 when they pulled out. 


The third division was under tho 


command of Major Pusell and con 
sisted of Companies I, J. K. L, M. Tho

body of men in the entire country is i 
following with a closer personal in-1 
terest the progress of events south o: 
the Rio Grande than the membeis of 
the Aztec Club of 1847, which has t^ ' 
headquarters in this city.
